c* Arrest report on Brigitte Hermsnf bora 16/10/26* a GADROU 
UA* last contact with GADROIT was on 7/3/$2 (with Hansen)| nothing heard 
rnoffl her since* GADROIT recentljr learned that Hk was arrested during the apa 
approx nlddle of lUor 1S$S and received 8 year sentenoSy is now supposed 
to be In the Stollberg^oheneck jail* The arrest was supposedly 
connected with the HA'S brother who Is nm in the BR and 

supposedly nad been cozmeoted with an '^Eiestera XS** Further 
details not knoim now* COiHBNTi Although the Uk had been 

in touch with jr« Linse's sectloa^ the date of the arrest plus lack 
of aqy indication irtiatsoever of any sort of SFS playback action 
since her last contact with GADR027 a nd h e r arrL S t indicate rather clearly 
that the arrest had nothing to do with CADROIT activity* There has 
been no GADROU activity cn the part of thla IIA since llarob 1952* 

FURTHiH GOifiOair t This case Is waAkt worth noting from another angle* 

CAIROIT has trea ed the case as a*GADR0IT arrest^ even though there is 
every indication that the arrest had nothing to do with CADROIT* The case 
is not an Isolated ooe* Review of previously reperted axreste shows that 
CADROIt dales <*oredlt" for the arrest of any pereonrf registered ae a 
tmtarbeitw* without re g ard to whether the aw^et aapeej^ to be to 
or connected idth nou eo^wlfa^t reg^ 

to ^ j* had be<m eotive * w »olaijolng credit^ Xt is meant 

mi whenever dASIidff Wars of su<arEr arrest^ there is an investlgatloQ 
end report to KUBARK* RsVier of previously reported arreste 

shows that a substantial proportion appear to have been unconnected with 
CADROIT activity* It is hu*d to give a precise figure for the proportion 
repre.'sented by these arreatSi however ^ since quite often the real reasons 
for the arrest are not clear*

addition^ her name had been noted by chance some tine ago in the BOB 
Registxy fiXes* tattnooklHi In order to warn CABBO to give extra 
sorutlny to C^J noted ttiat he had hoard the naae somewhare in 
soot connactioo ana wanted to give the woman more than average scrutiny 
(rather than play it too co^y and keep CARBO in the dark conipletelor* } 

CARBO thereupon conuoented that D*'a mother was a Swedish cltiten who 
resides in the BDR« bad owned a hotel on the Ostsee coast in RBm 
and had been arrested in connection with the well-knoen hotel 
oontiseatlon action earlier conducted in t hla area* CARBO did not see 
any reason to thinv that had been Spltselverpflichtet during her 
arreat»however« CARBO then noted that ^ ’*od^t had^subaitted some 
reporta re the old &^bt* (CABROVni) in connection with GA'^AX** CARBO 
was not too sure on the connection with thf^bt^ if any* It was arranged 
tlwt D* would not be disturbed in her present position, 
but that a good c'nedc would be conducted without delay, and that liM 
i^GARBO would keep his eyes open re her work, access to 'naterial^ etc*

CARBO reported orally thatt 

a* Vore police had been assigned to the C^DR0I^ grounds as a result 
of the letters to the police* There are now 3 man available during the day 
(2 plus one relief) and 3 nisn available after 2000 with a two man rellaf* 

b* GARBO noted 7 arrests reported in TAgl* Rund* for 9/6/55* None 
had been connected with CADROI'^ • 

c* Formes UA 100» who had been turned over to the police some 
time ago, had had to flee to ^estterUn* Be had wortod in a small 
branch VOPO office In Fast Berlin, which bad been aoved recently* 

The offloe chief had carelessly left some classified materials in the 
old office* The new occupant of the ofllc# had burned the material* 

Tha incident bad led to a amaMg i i e fti aurvay/inventoxy of classified 
material issued to the office, which tmeovered the fact that some of 
the material Issed to the office had been taken out of clroulatloQ 
£6r acme perlodes of time* XL VOPO including 100 had come under suspicion, 
been arrested, interrogated, etc* 100 had been arrested for approx* 10 days, 
then released* Nhen his wife wlslted him in jail, he bi d been able to 
get instructions to her to secure Bhe TAB issued luswele whldb be lad 
hidden under s stone In his cellar and destroy it* The wife did eo. 

It should be noted that thorough house searches af all suspects had 
been aadei the ttSMarinlMItB VOFO/SFS had failed to find 100*s 
hidden Auew«ie/[whloh was vety fortunate, since its number la listed 
in the VOPO Ihhndungebuoh) * The SPS had become quite susplcione of 
100 on general principles, however, when axamination of wartime pictures 
t— wv en an album ahowed a ntaber of busts of Stalin with the heads 
shot off and similar items (shooting of partisans, etc . ) • IX 
was summarily fired, althou^ the investigation started by the inventory 
of classified material was not yet ended* Ns Had to A^st Berlin* 

The wife is still in tho Bast, hopes to come out later* BACSOROQKBt 
It will be recalled that IX was CAEROIT’s and Abt*V's only souroe of the 
VOPO Bbhndun.^sbuoh, which is much valued by both* The police will 
attempt to find a position for IpO (something they refused to commit thamselve 
to do earlier)* He had been in contact with CABROIT for approx. 5 
years} a case of pure ideological motivation (never accepted any money for 
trav.l.xp.n803)‘ Cl D whether or not It would b.

It should be noted^ wSVdverf that casea of possible 
CART Interest ere not allowed to walk out of the door without 
fbllow-up merely because It is temporarily impo *alble for GASTABXA
